the Speaker, Mr. Carlisle, w ho w as 
his personal friend, and by his asso­ 
ciates, as an able and industrious 
m em ber. 
In th e senatorial contest in which 
Mr. M itchell w as elected, Mr. W ood­ 
ward represented the old com m ander 
of th e Iron Brigade, General Bragg, 
and w hen 
the D em ocratic 
caucus 
seem ed hopelessly deadlocked, w as 
unanim ously offered the senatorship. 
His answ er 
w as characteristic— “ I 
will not accept it. 
I am for General 
Bracg, even if h^ is d efeated .'’ 
Mr. W oodw ard as a Lawyer.

nized as an able lawyer and a stu ­ 
dent of tho law , he did not seem to 
seek or desire an extensive practice. 
No one 
can conceive 
of Gilbert 
W oodw ard soliciting business, or even 
joining social organizations, he did 
not care for, for the purpose of ob­ 
taining it. 
W hile practicing alone, 
his habits w ere studious, 
tie thor­ 
oughly prepared his cases for trial, 
kept abreast of the law' bv a constant 
reading of reports and reporters, and 
by copious annotations of statu tes, 
and the W isconsin reports, and had a 
select clientage, including one or tw o 
of the leading 
lum berm en. 
W hen 
the w ider field opened on his becom ­ 
ing Mr. 
Losev's 
partner, it 
found 
him thoroughly prepared. 
As 
Mr. 
Losey once 
rem arked, 
w hen 
Mr. 
W oodw ard 
becam e his partner, “ I 
consider him the m ost valuable man 
as a partner in La Crosse, on account 
of his studious habits, good ju d g­ 
m ent, and great, know ledge of the. 
law .” 
Mr. Losey was the chief trial 
law yer of the 
firm 
as long as he 
lived, and w hile'M r. W oodw ard gen­ 
erally sit in, and assisted on, the trial 
of important cases. His chief work 
w as the preparation of the law of the

D uring the entire tim e Mr. W ood­ 
ward w as a m em ber of the firm of 
Losey & 
W oodw ard, and after the 
death of Mr. Losey. Mr. W oodward's 
firm had an extensive trial business, 
i Many of their 
cases 
went to the 
state 
suprem e court, or the U. S. 
I court of appeals. For m any years al- 
j most no term of the suprem e court 
passed w ithout the presence of Mr. 
W oodw ard, and frequently he m ade 
briefs and appeared in several cases, 
often from different circuits. 
Many of these cases were la s e s of 
first instance and have becom e le a n ­ 
ing cases. 
A m ong 
these 
m ay be 
m entioned Black River Im provem ent 
Co. vs. La Crosse B oom ing &. T rans­ 
portation Co., 54 W is., 659 , passing 
on the right of a corporation char­ 
tered for the purpose of im proving a 
river, to close navigable side chan­ 
nels and ch u tes to the d etrim en t of 
riparian ow ners w ith ou t com pensa­ 
tion; La Crosse City R ailw ay Co. vs. 
H igbee, 
holding 
that 
an electric 
street railw ay and its trolley poles 


argued bv Mr. W oodw ard in our su 
n 
prenie court, and 
his 
brief, m ade 
>f* when h e w as over 77 years of age, 
sh ow s all the industry, clearness and 
m ental acum en of a man at his best. 
Mr. W oodw ard’s briefs were clear, 
m ethodical 
and exhaustive, leaving 
little of the law applicable to 
the 
case unexam ined. He discerned clea r­ 
ly the m ain question and presented 
it to th e court fully, fairly and con­ 
vincingly. 
He 
never m isstated or 
glossed o \e r th e opposing la w y e r’s 
facts or law. 
H e w as em in en tly fair 
both in his briefs and in his oral ar­ 
gum ents. 
He had, and w as entitled 
to, the respect of th e court, and w as 
generally listened to w ith m ore than 
usual atten tion . 
H e w as a d anger­ 
ous law yer to m eet in th e Suprem e 
court because of his clearness o f per­ 
ception, great k n ow led ge of general 
principles and case law’, and in d efa­ 
tigable industry. 
H is briefs were 
m odels of clear, 
classica l 
E n glish 
w ith ou t being pedantic. 
H onest o f In tellect 
As a law yer, Mr. W oodw ard wras 
em inently honest and upright, and 
actuated by the high est of ideals. He 
w as not sim ply honest in his con­ 
duct, but he was in tellectu ally hon ­ 
est. 
He did not deceive h im self as 
to his case nor attem pt to deceive 
the court. 
He analyzed his own case 
w ith in tellig en t 
painstaking 
labor, 
and dissected his 
op p on en t’s case 
w ith keen discrim ination. 
Mr. W oodw ard had the faculty of 
concentration in a m arked degree. 
He never tired of w ork. H e ca refu l­ 
ly read the law periodicals until his 
last illness, and annotated his sta ­ 
tu tes 
and 
W isconsin 
reports copi­ 
ously. 
He had a rem arkably accurate and 
retentive m em ory, and could recall 
the leading case on alm ost every d is­ 
puted question. 
He seem ed to de­ 
sire to know th e law , not m erely as 
a m eans o f w inning cases and ob tain , 
ing a livelihood, but for its ow n sake 
and because he loved its study. 
N ot­ 
w ithstanding his great industry, high 
legal accom plishm ents, and in te lle c ­ 
tual ability, the law yers w ho have 
m ost often m et him , and w ho know 
him best, will first recall and lo n g ­ 
est rem em ber him for w hat m igh t be 
called his m oral qualities as a law ­ 
yer. 
H e had the high est regard tor 
the eth ics of his profession and the 
clearest perception of th e right 
or 
wrong of a thing. 
It w as no effort 
for him to do right; he did it 
in ­ 
stinctively. 
He w as fond and g e n ­ 
erous toward his professional oppon­ 
ents, and w ould go out of his way to 
oblige, if he could do it w ith o u t in ­ 
jury to the interests of his client, in 
short, Mr. W oodw ard’s essential no­ 
bility of character m anifested itself 
in th e practice of his profession, as It 
did in other w alks of life. 
In his 
death our profession has m et a d is­ 
tinctive loss. 
A s a Scholar and Man 
Mr. W oodw ard w as not sim ply and 
only a law yer; he w as a scholar in 
som e lines o f m ore than ordinary 
attainm ents. 
H is early education, in 
school and academ y, m ust have been 
lim ited, because he was at work as 
a printer at 
l o , and possibly left 
school shortly after. 
A lthough he 
left school at this early age, he had 
acquired som e proficiency in th e L a­ 
tin. French and German languages, 
and had acquired a consum ing desire 
to know' m ore of them and of other 
lan gu ages, through a critical and ex­ 
tended study. 
T he text books and 
gram m ars in his library at his death, 
m any of them con tain in g m em o ra n ­ 
da as to w’hen 
he 
read or studied 
them , show th at in early life he be­ 
gan a system atic and critical study of 
lan gu ages which he continued up to 
his last year. 
H e had acquired not 
sim ply a superficial kn ow led ge or one 
or tw o. or of a few of the languages 
of Europe, but he had 
a 
critical 
kn ow led ge of alm ost every European 
language, not sim ply of the la n g u ­ 
ages of today, but of th e root la n g ­ 
uages, Latin, Greek, Old Saxn and 
Sanscrit. 
He studied a language not sim ply 
to be able, in som e m anner, to pro­ 
nounce and understand 
it, but to 
know its gram m ar and th e origin of 
its words and phrases. 
He knew it 
not sim ply in its present form , m n 
in its prim itive form. 
W hen lie had 
acquired proficiency in a language, 
lie delighted to read its literature and 
appreciate its classics. 
He was fam iliar with and evid en t­ 
ly read with ease. 
LaHn, 
Greek, 
French. German. 
Italian. 
Spantsh 
and D anish, and to som e extent Nor­ 
w egian and Sw edish, 
and possibly 
other languages of Europe. 
C onsiderable Library 
H e possessed a 
considerable lib­ 
rary of the vast w orks in these la n g ­ 
uages. and his books show he read 
them and did not buy them sim ply 
from curiosity, or for m ere refer­ 
ence. 
H e ow ned and evidently 
had 
read understandingly L atin, Greek, 
E nglish, French and Germ an classics 
printed in the earlier part o f 
th e 
seventeenth century, soon after the 
invention of printing. 
T he type as 
w'ell as th e text w as often archaic, 
and is difficult to read by a m odern 
scholar, even w hen 
he is fam iliar 
w ith the language, but m em oranda 
on the m argin show’ Mr. W oodw ard 
is not an additional burden on the 
read them . 
W hen w e consider Mr. 
fee over th e burden im posed by a 
street railw ay using horses, and fur­ 
ther distinguishing betw een th e right, 
w ith o u t com pensation, to erect a tel­ 
ephone or telegraph pole, and the 
right to set up a trolley pole in the 
street adjacent to the o w n er’s land.

W oodw ard’s devotion to th e law, his 
k n ow ledge of foreign 
lan gu a ges so 
m uch beyond th e usual acquirem ents 
even o f stu d en ts o f la n gu age, seem s 
the m ore extraordinary. 
Nor did he confine his critical stu ­ 
dy alone to languages. 
H is k n o w l­ 
edge of history, ancient and m odern, 
w as exact and extensive. 
H is re­ 
m arkable m em ory fixed all he 
read, 
w hether as a pastim e or a study, and 
he had it readily at hand as those 
o f us know w ho h av e talked w ith 
him on m a ilers of history. 
He espe- 
< dally k n ew the political history or 
bis own country, and in general 
of 
the E nglish speaking people.

H e k n ew , appar­ 
en tly, every vista of th e h ills 
and 
bluffs o f La Crosse 
and 
H ouston 
counties. 
T h e w oods aud strea m s 
w ere to him a co n sta n t source 
of j 
pleasure. 
H e for years rented a few 
acres of ground in 
Coon 
V alley, 
w here he could build a fire and pic­ 
nic as he pleased. 
H e k n ew the flow­ 
ers and w hen and w here they ware 
to be found. 
U nlike m any m en w ho 
love th e w oods and stream s he cared 
n o th in g for hunting and fishing. 
N o t a R eclu se 
W hile Mr. W oodw ard w as a s tu ­ 
dent and a lover of nature, and th e r e ­ 
fore m uch by h im self, m in glin g little 
in society, he w as by no m eans a re­ 
cluse. 
He took an active in terest in 
th e every day life of the c o m m u n ­ 
ity. 
In i8 6 8 he w as instru m en tal in 
organ izin g th e Y o u n g Men's Library 
association, and in founding the first 
public 
library 
in 
La 
C rosse. 
To 
h im , m ore than to anyone else, w as 
du e the success w ith w hich th is li­ 
brary 
w’as conducted 
until it w as 
purchased by th e W ashburn library 
board, and becam e the nu cleu s of th e 
present library. 
It w as, un d ou b ted ­ 
ly, the intention of General W a sh ­ 
burn 
to create additional 
b uilding 
funds for th e library he had given 
$ 5 0 ,0 0 0 in his w ill to found, but 
for som e reason he neglected to do 
it, and on his 
death th e trustees 
found th em selv es unable to use m ore 
than one-fourth 
of the 
rund for 
building purposes. 
In this em ergen - 
sy, through Mr. W ood w ord’s in flu ­ 
ence, a w’ay was discovered to use 
than 
one-fourth of 
th e 
fund 
for 
building purposes w ith o u t violating 
th e 
provisions of the 
w ill. 
T he 
Y oung M en’s Library association sold 
their library to th e W ashburn tru s­ 
tees for $ 7 ,0 00 , w hich th e Y oung 
M en’s Library association im m e d ia te ­ 
ly donated to th e W ashburn building 
fund, thereby en a b lin g th e erection 
of the first W ashburn library b u ild ­ 
ing. 
H e w as an a ltern ate m em ber 
of th e board of tru stees by the will 
of G eneral W ashburn, and on the 
book 
c o m m ittee 
a lm o st from the 
first, and at th e death of Ju d ge Bur­ 
ton, becam e a trustee, servin g as vice 
president of th e board 
for 
m any 
years until his death. 
As a m em ber 
of the book com m ittee his ex ten siv e 
and critical k n ow led g e of books was 
invaluable to th e library. 
As a m em ber, and for som e years, 
the president o f th e police and fire 
com m ission 
of 
La Crosse, 
he 
u n ­ 
gru d gin gly gave his services to the 
com m unity. . 
C harter M em ber of P o s t 
H e w as a charter m em ber of W il­ 
son C olw ell post of th e Grand A rm y 
of the Republic, and rem ained an 
active m em ber until his death. 
He 
was also a m em ber of the Loyal L e­ 
gion, and of th e Iron B rigade a sso ­ 
ciation, and w as a large contributor 
to the fund for the erection of the 
sold iers’ m o n u m en t in our cem etery. 
H is purse w as alw ay s open to his 
soldier com rades. A lth ou gh then in 
feeble 
health, 
he 
visited 
G ettys­ 
burg last year, on th e 50th an n iver­ 
sary of the battle, to m eet for the 
last tim e m any of the soldiers he 
stood w ith there. 
H is recollection 
of th e g reat stru g g le was vivid. H is 
position as a sta ff officer gave him 
m ore than an ordinary opportunity 
for observation, and those of us to 
w hom he narrated incidents com ing 
w ithin his ow n personal n otice, be­ 
lieve 
that, a serious loss occurred 
when he refused th e offer of the 
W isconsin H istorical society to pub­ 
lish his personal recollection s of the 
civil war. and esp ecially o f the first 
day at G ettysburg. His rem arkable 
com m and of th e E nglish language 
m ight have enabled him to w rite a 
description of th e first day as vivid
